TREES AND OTHERS 

For those who are going to pluTit 
fruit trees this fall, it will be found 
that November is the time to do this 
full planting. The holes should be 
dug of snffieieat siae to readily ac- 
c-oiiiiiiDcl:! te tilt' rndts of the young 
trees, fruits or others. They sboulil 
be at leant *8 laehes sqnaTe and is 
inches deep; side strnifrlit down and 
the bottom level Plaoe a little loose 
•lirt ia the tettem ef the kole, and 
ufter tlie maagled and torn roots 
have been reSMved from the young 
tree, fine dirt should be |>la(<e<I 
around the roots and thoroughly 
packed, so ns to miike sure that the 
rootn will nut suffer from luck of 
moistars.
